A DWARD by the Grace of God King of England and of France 
and Lord of Ireland, to the Reverend Father in God Laurence Bi- 
ſhop of Durham Greeting; for as much as by a petition ſhewed unto Us 
on Your behalf we underſtand how by vertue and reaſon of the Liberties 
and Franchiſes by our noble Progenitors granted unto the Church of Dur- 
bam amongſt other things, all manner of forfeituers falling within the 
Biſhoprick of Durham, ſhould owe and appertain to the faid Church and 
Biſhop of the ſame for the time being; and by vertue of the ſame Libertys 
and Franchiſes you and your Predecefſors have been in poſſeſſion of ſuch 


foreitures time out of mind, and amongſt other the Manor and Caſtle 
called

of Durham, which the ſaid Biſhop of long time in right of his ſaid Church 
had and Poſſefſed. And how it be that in time of our noble Progenetor 
Edward the firſt the faid Manor was ſeized into his hands, and ſo a great
